IN THE CLAIMS 



8. (Currently Amended) A motor comprising: 

a motor body; 

an output shaft projecting from a front end of the motor body; and 

a power supplying terminal electrically coupled to the motor body, the power supplying 
terminal further comprising: 

a first portion extending substantially parallel to the output shaft; and 

a bent section coupled to the first portion, curving outward and away from the 
motor body, the bent section immediately adjacent to the first portion and maintaining a position 
at least as far from the motor body as the first portion; 

an elongated second portion coupled to the bent section, the elongated second 
portion extending substantially parallel to the first portion; and 

a third portion comprising a grounding portion projecting outward in a curved 
manner from the second portion . 

9. (Canceled) 

10. (Previously Presented) The motor of claim 8 wherein the terminal is formed by bending an 
elastic material. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The motor of claim 9 8 wherein the terminal has an elastic force in a 
direction substantially orthogonal to the output shaft, the grounding portion being disposed near 
a rear end of the motor body. 

12. (Previously Presented) The motor of claim 8 wherein a weight is eccentrically secured to the 
output shaft. 

13. (Previously Presented) The motor of claim 8 wherein the motor is mounted and operates 
within a cellular phone. 

14. (Previously Presented) A cellular phone having a motor as in claim 8. 

15. (Cancelled) 

16. (Previously Presented) A cellular phone having a motor as in claim 10. 

17. (Previously Presented) A cellular phone having a motor as in claim 1 1 .
